Baked Apple Tarts. 
Make flaky pastry by using cupful 
lard, scant ha lf cupful boiling water. 
Mix and when well blended add three 
cupfuls of flour and a teaspoonful of 
sa lt. 
Chill the pastry and meanwhile 
core and peel enough apples to serve 
the family . 
Cook them until tender 
in a sirup made by boiling one cupful 
each of sugar and water together. 
W eu tc:,uer remove the 
apples 
to 
chill. The apples should be tender but 
keeping their shape. 
Roll the chilled 
pastry in a thin sheet and cut in 
rounds to nearly cover the apples. Cut 
out small triangles in the rounds and 
w et the edge, wrap the apple iu the 
rounds and cover with a cap of pastry 
two Inches in diameter. Brush the top 
with cold wa ter before adjusting the 
cap, dredge with sugar and hake until 
the crust is brown. 
Serve with a 
spoonful of hard sauce piped on the 
top of each and pass the sauce left 
from the sirup in which the apples 
were cooked. 


Chestnut Apple Amber. 
Boil up one cupful of milk with the 
thinly shaved rind of ha lf a lemon and 
pour it over two tablespoonfuls of 
bread crumbs. Remove rind. Beat to a 
cream the y olks of two eggs with one- 
quarter of a cupful of sugar and three 
tablespoonfuls of butter; to this add a 
quarter of a cupful each of chestnut 
puree and apple puree. Mix well, add 
the strained juice of half a lemon and 
pour into a well buttered pudding dish, 
the edges of which have been lined 
with rounds of paste. Bake until firm 
in a moderate oven. 
Allow’ to cool, 
then cover with a meringue using the 
whites of two eggs, and two table­ 
spoonfuls 
of 
sugar. 
Dredge 
with 
sugar, decorate with candied cherries 
and return to the oven to banvn.

King 
Constantine's 
spread-eagle 
promises of leading his people 
to 
Constantinople has been all bluff, it 
is now admitted. 
At the present time King Constan- 
tine has a “ diphhnafic cold." At the 
same time, the provincial propagan 
da is working. Almost daily the gov­ 
ernment papers print petitions from 
the Macedonian, Thracian and Pd- 
liponesian peasantry entreating the 
King not to imperil his life by ‘ go­ 
ing to Smyrna.” The peasants loy­ 
ally point 
out that llis Majesty’s 
life belongs to Greece, not to him­ 
self. 
From the Royal Palace emanates 
the information that His Majesty is 
not at all displeased over the sidi 
citiousness of his subjects. Smyrna 
at best is a cold, barren, desolate 
place in winter. 
The chief fear in Royalist circle*-, 
however, is that the Venizelists will, 
make capital out of any failure 
to 
carry out pre-election pledges. 
In 
this event, it is planned to have the 
King pay a two or three day visit to 
the front. In no case will he assume 
personal command of the troops. 
As to Greece's abandoning the war 
against Turkey, 
it is pointed out; 
that Greece today eannot even pa\ 
the interest on her former loans.

century Greece has continually bor­ 
rowed money. Virtually none of the 
principal has been paid. 
The Greek people are either very 
wealthy or very poor. Thus far 4io

amount in internal loans from

rich Greeks. 
The Yeuizelos government secured 
about a million pounds by threats of

DUBLIN PRETTY. BELFAST BUSY 


Belfast’s Experience of the Rebellion 
has Been Superficial; Dublin's 
Has Been Real

Dublin (By 
M ail)— Belfast 
and 
Dublin, joint capitals of Ireland un­ 
der the forthcoming rule plan, seems 
to a visiting stranger who sees the 
streets inter changeable. Really they 
jire as alien as two cities 
on 
the 
same island and whose people wear 
the same sort of clothes a*o\jld be. 
Ihiblin is home-like and pretty Bel- 
iast is busy. Belfast is 
trying 
to 
start a home-rule bill two-thirds of 
its people never wanted. Dublin with 
tiie rest of the 80 or 85 percent of 
Ireland's population to obtain home- 
rule for centuries, greets talk of the 
present bill -with w'hat 
is 
usually 
known as a “horse lauglf’. 
In Belfast, the fighting 
is 
done 
among the Orangemen 
and 
Sinn 
Feiners who comprise the 
popula­ 
tion. 
In 
Dublin 
the 
population 
fights the government. Dublin has 
its curfew at 10 ©’cock, and Belfast 
goes to lied a half-hour later since 
the serious riots of 
last 
summer, 
when the curfewr was imposed. 
Soldiers walk about the streets of 
both cities unarmed and unhurt. The 
Royal Irish Constabularlv 
act 
as 
traffic policemen and patrolmen in 
Belfast. In Dublin they never appear 
on the streets except 
in 
lorries, 
armed with rifles 
and 
pistols. 
In 
Belfast, as well as Dublin, armored 
cars or lorryloads full oV 
soldiers 
or |w»lice, their rifles levelled 
out­ 
ward at the crowd, lingers on trig­ 
gers, are 
seen 
frequently 
though 
more frequently in Dublin. But Bel­ 
fast does not see usually the “ Black 
and Tans’’, as the reprisal men have 
become* known . And in Belfast it is 
not of the day’s program for the or­ 
dinary’ citizen to be 
searched 
for 
arms on the street.

From 
a distance the huge stone

front of fhe postottice looks normal. 
On nearer approach it is seen

and with most of its sides and rear 
leveled nearly to the street. It is oqg 
of a few landmarks of the 1916 re­ 
bellion, when S&efcville 
street 
was 
shelled: and several city blocks des­ 
troyed. 


The greatest apparent 
difference 
is that observed when lorries full of 
soldiers or police are about. 
They 
are unnotiecd in Belfast; but in Du­ 
blin there is always the 
possibility 
that firing of some sort will follow* 
and the crowds are both watchful 
and wary.

Washington, Mar. 14.—Grain fa r­ 
mers will be enabled, to hold 
their 
| crops for higher prices by receiv­ 
ing for them upon their delivery in 
the warehouse a - negotiable 
paper 
which may immediately he turned in­ 
to cash, if a bill introduced todav 
by Representative 
Carl IV. Riddick, 
of Montana, 
the only member 
of 
Chngress whose sole avocation 
is 
farming, is enacted into law. 
“Under my bill,” said Mr. Riddick, 
“if the price 
level of grain is *ioô 
low, because of a glut on the mar­ 
ket, fanners may organize and with­ 
hold their products so as 'to permit 
the natural law of supply and de­ 
mand to bring prices to a more equit­ 
able level, based upon world offer­ 
ing» and consumptive demands. 
My 
bill provides: 
“First, for a clear definition of the 
warehouse 
receipt 
as a negotiable 
instrument subject to the same 
re­ 
strictions as 
other 
negotiable 
in­ 
struments and protecting the rights 
of purchasers as such. 
“Second, 
that grain deposited in 
local warehouses may he deliverable 
at the local warehouses or any ware­ 
house ut any terminal point. 
“Third, 
that 
the warehouseman 
may move 
grain 
deposited in his 
country warehouse to a warehouse 
in any terminal market for the pur­ 
pose of delivery upon the payment 
of aceured^charges. 
“Fourth, for the protection of the 
holder of the certificate and of the 
depositor of the grain in all cases. 
“Under my bill individual farmers 
at country stations are 
given the 
same marketing advantages as 
are 
now enjoyed by the grain trade 
in 
which the use of terminal warehouse 
receipts is a common and approved 
custom. The importance of this may 
he seen when it is remembered that 
the licensed elevator capacity of the 
country elevators 
is 521,000,000 
bushels, of the mill elevators 150,- 
000,000 bushels and of the terminal 
elevators 262,000,000 bushels. 
The 
provision in my bill that grain 
in 
storage may he deliverable on track 
in carload lots or in terminal ware­ 
houses will enable country elevators 
to do a warehousing 
business 
far 
beyond the actual capacity of their 
own elevators.”

London, (By Mail)—All Europe is 
watching with intense interest the 
next step toward dismemberment of 
the German Empire, namely, an elec­ 
tion ‘that takes plaee in mid-March 
in Upper Silesia, to determine whe­ 
ther 
this 
immensely rich coal dis­ 
trict remains German 
or 
becomes 
Polish. 
Today a whirlwind campaign is 
taking plaee in Upper Silesia 
be­ 
tween German and Polish partisans. 
It is accompanied by murder, cor­ 
ruption funds used on a huge scale 
and banditry. Human life is bought 
and sold. The price for a grown man 
is 60,000 marks—$72 
in 
American 
money. 
European opinion is sharply di­ 
vided on the question. 
Among 
the 
Allied nations there are grave dif­ 
ferences of opinion 
on the just* e 
and advisability of depriving Ger­ 
many of the rich coal resources of 
Upper Silersia. Curtailment of Ger­ 
man 
coal 
supplies, 
now 
secured 
from this region, would 
seriously 
cripple Germany’s ability to pay in­ 
demnity. 
Broadly speaking there are 
three 
distinct view-ponts in Europe regard­ 
ing Upper Silesia. 
Poland, with French 
support, is 
doing everything in 
her power to 
capture the region. The Warsaw go­ 
vernment for two years has conduc­ 
ted a world propaganda 
campaign 
endeavoring t0 show that while Ger­ 
many money and industrial 
genius 
developed Upper Silesia today con­ 
trolling the economic wealth of the 
province, the population on the other 
hand, 
is 
preponderatingly 
Polish. 
Further, the Poles declare that with­ 
out coal from Upper 
Silesia 
their 
country cannot prosi>er; cannot re­ 
cover from the 
immense 
damages 
sustained « luring the great war. 
France, in giving Poland support, 
is following her policy of 
striving 
for the dismemberment of Germany 
in order to weaken the gigantic en­ 
emy across the Rhine that ravished 
Northern France during the 
great 
war, and that imposed a crushing 
treaty on France in 1870, 
at 
the 
same time wrestling Alsace-Lorraine 
from French control. 
Germany’s viewpoint is brifly ex­ 
plained. Every German views 
with 
alarm the French move for partition 
of the Fatherland, and, in the case 
of Upper Silesia, giving a rich pro­ 
vince to Poland, a country of low- 
cultural development. By a provision 
of the Yarsilles Treaty, Germany is 
permitted to assist former 
Upper- 
Silesians, now living 
in 
Germany 
back to their native land 
for the 
forthcoming election. Some 200,000 
of these “emigrants” will vote ob­ 
viously against Poland. 
Liberal opinion in England views 
with alarm the separation of Upper 
Silesia frbm 
Germany. 
They 
see 
in such a move an impoverishment 
of Germany that will absolutely for­ 
bid payment of war indemnity. Fur­ 
ther they see a dangerous continua­ 
tion of the present collapse of Eur­ 
ope. 
“Europe”, the liberals declare, “is 
like an egg; it cannot be partly good 
and partly rotten.” Today the indus­ 
trial collapse of Europe has reacted 
disadvanfageously on England, 
be­ 
ing largely the cause of 
1,500,000 
unemployed in the British Isles and 
one of worst trade depressions in 
all history. 
“The w’orld can recover only as a 
unit. France cannot prosper by the 
impoverishment of 
Germany”, 
the 
British liberals declare. 
“Dismem­ 
berment of Germany: the separation 
of Upper Silesia and the lopping off 
of Bavaria and the 
Ruhr district, 
all three of w'hich France is work­ 
ing, would be the crowning disaster. 
It would mean the complete disinte­ 
gration of Euorpe”.
